2. WOOL.

Under agreement with the British Government the wool clips of Australia are being 
disposed of by appraisement for the duration of the war and one year thereafter; the 
agreed average price for seasons 1939-40 and 1940-41 was 10'75d. sterling or 13.4375d.

According to returns of wheatgrowers at time of sowing, the total area sown with wheat 
in 1940, was 4,679,000 acres, of which 4,335,00c acres were sown for grain. On conditions 
prevailing at 13th November, 1940, the Director of Marketing forecast the wheat crop for 1940-41 
would be 28 million bushels. 


Disposal of the harvest is controlled by the Australian Wheat Board, which administers 
compulsory pools. 


4. BUTTER. 


The production of butter in factories in the year ended June, 1940, was two per cent. 
less than in the previous season. 


The exportable unsold surplus of Australian butter in 1939-40 and 1940-41 was purchased 
by the British Government at an agreed price for choicest butter of 137s. per cwt., f.o.b., Australian 
ports. The price of sales for local consumption has been fixed at 158s. 8d. per cwt. (wholesale) 
since June 8, 1938.

The index of unemploy- 
ment is the residue, but both indexes are derived by adjusting the census ratios in accordance with 
subsequent changes in number in employment and number estimated to be available for employment. 

(2) “‘ Number in employment” is virtually a direct record; ‘ number of available wage earners ” 
is an estimate derived by increasing the total of wage earners in employment (plus unemployed) at the 
Census of 1933 in ratio to the annual increase in persons aged 15 to 64 years, separate calculations 
being made for the sexes, and allowance made for net immigration. In order to increase the degree 
of precision in the index, adjustment is made in the number of available wage earners thus 
estimated to allow for (a) increase in the proportion of females who are wage earners (b) youths 
who were without occupation but were not recorded in the wage-earning group at the Census of 
1933. Adjustment for seasonal variations in employment is not made except in respect of casual 
retail employees in December. Since the outbreak of war, adjustment is due on account of enlist- 
ments in naval, military and air forces, and on account of persons (not formerly of the. wage-earning 
group), who have entered employment. 

(3) At the census of 1933, 15,142 persons, or 1-8 per cent. of total dependent on employment, 
were unemployed by reason of illness, accident, etc., or voluntarily. These are excluded from the above 
indexes which relate to percentages of available wage earners employed and unemployed. 

(4) The percentages of unemployment shown above are approximations relating to all wage 
earners of both sexes. Separate estimates for males and females cannot be made from the data available,
